Board felt that Its usefulness ended 
lf th at view prevailed and said so 
to the president afterwards, for cer­ 
tainly there would be no fairness In 
seizing a plant and compelling an 
employer to obey a War Labor Board 
order if unions were immune from 
any penalty.
